tf^IWASSEE COLLEGE has a peculiar beginning, dating back to 1949. Dr. 
.£/ M. Gibscao, a professor in Tusn:!inn College engaged to teach at Fork 
* Creek Aarfemy. His school grew until he found seed ■ >-f greater room. To 
secure this, he. moved over to Bat Creek camp ground, the church becoming' a school- 
room, and the camps dormitories for young inen. Robert Doak, A.M., succeeded 
Dr. Gibson. Four local preachers, John Key, Lewis Carter, John F. Gilbreath, 
and Joseph Forshee, procuring- such aid as they were able, proceeded to the erec- 
tion of a brick edifice for college purposes -a plain, substantial structure for prac- 
tical needs. A charter vca^ obtained, granting Hiwassee College all powers and 
privileges ettj&yed by any similar instituii«ni in the State. Boardtnghonse, dormi- 
tories., ltbrarv, postoffice, etc., came or in due course. Finally, after some years,, 
the college passed under the control of the Holston Annual Conference, M. E. C, S. 
It has gradually grown, and its influence widened. There are. now sis buildings, 
and more than fifty acres rd ground. 

The origin;^ I design of the founders of Hiwassee College was to secure to boys oi 
moderate means an opportunity to obtain a thorough and practical education, cheap 
rates of board and tuition, yet pnt them, under able, experienced, and Christian 
teachers. This Is 0«X purpose still, hence, economy of time, dress, etc.. is yet a 
rule. Expenses are at the minimum.
